According to the Bible there are apostate 
angels, just as there are spostate men, only 
according to the prevailing interpretation 
men fell in ‘thelr root, Adam, while the 
angels had no racial root, and sposta- 
tized by Individual volition. With some 


céption. 
are therefore, self-appointed visitors for per- 
sonal ends and gratifications. They thus 
stand discriminated from and contrasted 
with the angels of the Bible, as the messen- 
gers of God. They are in the later times oe - 
casionaliy conceived as organized under a 
great leader, who Is. denom{nated Satan, 
Diabolos, Apollyon and by other titles; and 
in that light they are u few times called his 
angels, of whieh witness the remarkable de- 
scription of the final jadgmont In Matt. 25th. 
The first mention of these disobedient spir- 
Ita is in Gonesis, 6: 1-0, according to one in- 
terpretation. It is said the sons of God saw 
the daughters of men were fáir, and they 
took wives of them, and their progeny were 
wicked „monstrous giants. It has been sup- 
posed by home interpreters that the “ sons of 
God" mean religious men who had been de- 
vout worshipers of God, and the “daughters of 
men“ those belonging to irreligious families; 
but that ia only a valn effort to gloss. tho

sons'of God shouted for joy,“ it is sald, at the 
creation of our world, and they are supra-

These fallen angels 
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Byron and other poets and ro- 
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ed to thelr mediums, else there would not 
have been such resort to them. It was for 
this reason and end that Saul sought the 
medium at Endor, and he was not disap- 
Polnted, and the medium showed herself a 
sensibile, kind and humane character. 

Vory different is it with Satan. He is al- 
ways the “adversary” of men as well as of 
God; and he. never appears or operates bat 
for evil. All spirits who are associated with 
him are conceived as of the same character, 
Of this maliguant class are those who possess 
the bodies and souls of men as recorded in 
the first three Gospels. It is only Spiritual- 
ista who In these days can make any sense of 
such narratives or seriously and sclentia- 
cally construe and expound them as historic. 
To all othors they must appear either as 
supernatural or as superstition. To Spirit- 
ualists they are neither. They are possible 
and scientifically verifiable facts. They 
violate no known law. On proper evidence 
it is just as reasonable to belleve that dis- 
embodied spirita influence aud affect directly 
and sensibly for good or evil, in various de- 
grees, the bodies of men, as that men affect 
each other here.

It appears from a dally paper that another 
church la having serious trouble over the 
proper method to save the “poor heathen.” 
The latest from héathendom is that the Epis- 
copalians are having trouble with their 
Chinese missions. At two of the missions st 
Shanghal, it seems, the missionaries in 
charge have introduced “: ties” in the 
services, and assuming an Air of independ- 
ence, have been acting voty much as if they 
owned the missions, and have been teaching 
the attendants ideas of worstip which are 
inconsistent with the teachings of the 
church, if not positively dangerous to the 
future peace and serenity of heathen souls. 
Rev. Dr. Elllott H. Thomson, the senior mis- 
slonary, has written a letter upon the sub- 
ject which has been published. In it he 
complains of the use of colored stoles, albs, 
thasubles, and berettas, of waters and the 
mixed challce, of the.sign of thé eross.used 
fn the consecration of the elements, of bow- 
ing as the elements are blessed, and the 
lifting ot the cup toward the cross, and of 
the sign of the cross used in administering 
the bread and cup. 

These innovations, of greater or less sig- 
nificance, and. wlilch are more. novel in 
Shanghal, though not more lawful, than in 
some of the parishes at home, have been a 
pain and grief to Dr. Thomson and he has 
gone so far as to announce his intention not 
to recelve the holy communion again in St.

The Apparent Dead Bronght to Life. 


The medigal profession does u brilliant bit 
of work -occasionly, as illustrated in the 
case of Patrick Burns, of Buffalo, N. Y. He 
was apparently dead. Indeed, the ‘octore 
had obtained pointe for the death-certificato, 
sent for the minister, had in fact made all 
the arrangements in such an event except 
seelog the undertaker, when it was resolved 
to try a desporato remedy.

Daring the afternoon 
the patient recovered consciousness, recog- 
nized his friends, and because able to ask for 
what he wanted. If the operation could have 
been performed sooner there would have 
been no doubt about his recovery, but Dr. 
Fell was not called till the patient had been 
unconselons for a couple of hours, This is 
the first time the experiment of opening the 
trachea and pumping alr into it from a tube 
connected with a bellows has ever been tried, 
and will cause a revolution in the treat- 
ment of cases of opium polsoning. + 

“Ho was abdut gone,” sald Dr. Campbell, 
“when Dr. Fell thought of usl llows 
by which animals are kept aliva d vivi. 
section. We mlde an Insertion in the tra- 
chea, introduced a tube, and then used the 
bellows. The effects were noticed at once, 
and he begat to revive. At 2 o'clock he was 
out of danger. This is the ration of 
the kind, we believe.” 

“Then, if this treatment is followed, mor- 
phine polsoning will dot be fatal?’ 

“That is what Dr. Fell and I think.” 

“And what ls the theory?” 

“Simply keeping the lungs filled with oxy- 
gen; that. Is all that is necessary in any case 
of this character. We think it quite a dis- 
covery” modestly concluded the doctor. 


Sulng The Morman Church. 

George S. Petera, United States Attorney 
for Utah Territory, has Aled sult sgalnst the 
trustees and managers of the Morman 
Church in behalf of the United States to dis- 
Incorporate sald church and Wind up its 
business. . 5 

The petition alleges that property valued 
at $3,000,000, $2,000,000 in real estate, and 
$1,000,000 in personal property, is owned by 
defendants. It sets forth the law of Congress 
prohibiting any church from ownlog more 
than $50,000 worth ot property, and the sec- 
tions of the Edmunds-Tacker law of 1887 
providing for the disincorporation of the 
Church of Jesus Christ and the Latter Day 
Saints by proceedings as here institated and 
escheating its property to the United States 
for the benefit ofthe common school fund 
of that territory. The petition asks for the 
appointment of a receiver, and that all books, 
papers, etc., belonging to the church be 
turned over to him, together with all deeds, 
notes, and property of every description. 
The court set Sept. 15th for hearing the peti- 
tion, and ordered subpcenses to issue to all 
parties in Interest to attend on/that day, 
when all objections to granting the prayer 
of the petition will be heard. :

They have gottun a statntory 
definition of the phrase, “ practicing medi- 
cine." The New York doctors of this sort 
havo for years struggled without success to 
accomplish ¢his result. The courts thore 
have decided that the old time and righteous 
meaning of the phrase contemplated and ne- 
cessitated the use of drugs. Pervons whodid 
not preseribe drugs, tho New York courts 
have decided were not amenable as illegally 
practicing medicine, though treating and pre- 
scribing for the sick, - 2 wor 

What the New York doctors could not do 
the Illinois doctors have succeeded In doing. 
Section 10 of the so-called health lawa of the 
last session declares: “ Any person shall be 
" regarded as practiclag modicine within 
“the meaning of this act who shall treat, 
“operate on, or prescribe for any physi 
“aliment of avother, Bat nothing In this 
“ not sihti bo conatrued to prohibit services 
in cases of emergency or the domestic nd-

Tho Constitution and the Celebration of 
-the Centennial of Its Signing. 

-The Legislatore of New Jersey on the 2nd 
day of June, 1886, passed resolutions lovit- 
Ing the Governors and Representatives of the 
thirteen origlual States to assemble In Phil- 
adelphia to consider the propriety of a na- 
tional celebration of the centennial anni- 
versary of the framing and nigation of 
the constitution of the Walted States. In 
accordance with this Invitation a convention 
of the Governors and Representatives of the 
thirteen Colonial States and of citizens was 
held at Philadelphia, Septembar.17th, 1888, in 
the Hall of the Carpenters’ Company. There 
were present the Governors of Delaware, 
Georgla, Maryland, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina and Virginia. 

In consequenca of resolutions adopted at 
thie meeting letters were addressed by the 
Hon. Fitzhugh Lee, Governor of Virgina, ns 
chairman of the Committee of Governors of 
the Colonial statates, to the Governors of all 
.the States and Territories of the Union, in- 
viting them to appoint commlssloners to be 
presentata convention to be held at Philn- 
delphia, December 2d, 1880. In response to 
this request commissioners were appointed 
by the Governors of the followlng States and 
Territories, viz.: Connocticut,Delaware, Fior- 
ida, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Maryland, Mas- 
sachusotts, Michigan, Mississippi, Missouri, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, Notth Carolina, 
Ohio, Oregon,- Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia, West: 
Viginia, Dakota, Idaho, Montana, Wyoming. 

This. convention of December Z. 1886, elect- 
ed Hon. John A. Kasson, of Iowa, président 
and Hampton L. Carson, Esq., of Philadelphia, 
secretary. A sub-commission was selected, 
of which Amos R. Little; Esq... was mado 
chairman, the president and secretary of the 
convention bolag added as ez officio members. 
A committee of citizens was also formed, of 
which Thomas Cochran, Eaq., was selected as 
chairman. The nameof “The Constitutional 
Centennial Commission” was adopted as the 
name of the commission, and it was resolved, 
in regard to the proposed celebration at Phil- 
adelphia in September, 1887, that there be an 
oration and poem in commemoration of the 
signing of the constitation; that there bea 
military display, in which the United States 
shall be lovited to be represented by each 
branch of Ita military and naval -servico; 
that the States and Territories, and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia shall bo {nvited to bo rep- 
resented by thelr militis and volunteer ser- 
vice; that the President of the United States 
quested to designate officers to command 
ihe same; that there be an indastrial proces.

readily admit any inferiority here; nor can 
they consistently so far as thelr religion ls 
divine, and so far as it makes the infinite 
spirit, Instead of the finite and phenomenal, 
Its supreme inspiration. This, however, it is 
to be regřotted, Is not descriptive of what 
passes for religion with aconalderable number 
of Spiritualists. They care for nothing but a 
sensuous Intercourse with temporarily relu- 
carnated spirits. These people must be left 
out of account In the present exposition. We 
address those of a better mind, who want to 
advance a true and noble Spiritualiem, who 
would appropriate all that is best in the old 
religions and add to it the philosophic and 
scientific light of a modern and advancing 
pneumatology. These must have a delty of 
Infinite perfection, Who 1s, therefore, purely 
spiritual and mo nd vitally so, not arti- 
ficfally. Such a being can be rightly and ad- 
équately concelved only so far as his own 
character ls approximated, nor can the moral 
principles which are implied In his charac- 
ter he zealously maintained and propagated 
in parity and then practically urged on man- 
kind so effectively by the viclous as by the 
virtuous. 

Therefore, if Spiritualism 1s to succeed as 
a religion, it must make itself manifest as a 
tip-top religion; and a a condition of this, it 
must have a tip-top ministry,—a ministry 
whose general intelligence is Interior to 
none, whose specialty is superior, and whose 
provailing spirituality and moral force are 
worthy of their superior vocation. The ex- 
posltors of the highest thought and life of 
Spiritualism mast not live in glaring incon- 
sistency with their teachings. They should 
in some fair degree exemplify the supromacy 
and dominance of the highest qualities, de- 
votion to truth and an honest and faithfal 
pursuit of the highest ends. 

There is a class of mere phenomenalists 
who are only condulte for whatever comes to 
them, irrespective of principle or moral pur- 
pose and inflaence, except so far as it may 
presumably affect their popularity and pock- 
et. No significance whatever attaches to 
thelr actlon‘or utterance. They are beneath 
the power of misleading and perverting, be- 
cause they do not set up as moral guides. 
They can scarcely misrepresent, because they 
do not undertake to represent anything but 
themselves and their phenomena. These will 
exhibit genuine spirit phenomena whenever 
they can; and if, In case of financial nocessi- 
‘ty, they present a little of thelr and if 
In case of some other temptations they prove 
equally weak, religion and morata recelve no 
diseredit, because religion and morals are 
not in anywise identified in name or fame 
with these more phenomenalists. Still) fraud 
and falsehood are not‘rendered innocent bo- 
cause of the extreme moral degradation of 
the perpetrator; and their sin is to be con- 
demned, though it is not to ‘be ‘s0 severely 
dealt with as in the case of those who make 
It their duty to deal in principles and ex- 
e laws of the moral and spiritual 
life, For these we should have a higher 
standard, and we should have some ‘means 
and agency by which we can bull up a wor- 
thy body of teachers and protect them 
against confusion with wandering charlatans 
and frauds and social leeches, 

Spiritualism has obligations to Itself and 
to the world at large. It owes It to Itself that 
It shall not seem inferior in moral concep- 
tion and attainment, and general doport- 
ment to ahy other soclety or portion of the 
world. This obligation Spiritualism cannot 
well boast of having: folfilled, at least in the 
general estimation. It is for this reason 
that vast numbers of respectable Spiritual- 
ista retain their old religions connections or 
ratarn to them after a little absence. The 
old churches have a moral and social dignity, 
which can never be attained by the prevail. 
fng methods of Spiritualism, Those church- 
es, with all thelr faults, have a lofty and stern 
moral conviction and -parpose, which makes

The Blind Tiger Perverse Haman Nature. 


The exceedingly great sinfulness of bibu- 
lous humanity ig comprehensively illustrated 
by the Topeka (Kansas) Letter. It appears 
that in soveral cities in the State what ls 
known na the “blind tiger“ is the scheme 
which is being used to sell beer and whisky. 
A description of this novel little apparatus ie
